Report in Circulation That In- 
fluenza Is Ailment of 
Pontiff Who Is 78.

ROME, April 8.—.Pope Pius suffered a 


severe relapse in the course of last 
night. He was very feverish, his tem- 
perature rising to 100 degrees. 

The announcement was made by Prof. 
Ettore Marchiafava, who was with him 
for an hour. 

After a thorough examination, the 
physicians insisted that the Pontiff 
should take complete repose and forbade 
him even to receive the usual dally re- 
port of Vatican affairs. 

Pope Pius is 78 years old. 

The sudden return of Prof. Marchiafa- 
va, who is the Papal physician, to visit 
the Pope early today, after a late visit 
last night, led to the discovery that the 
Pontiff again was indisposed. 

Although the patient’s temperature di- 
minished somewhat during the forenoon, 
he remained in bed, the doctors in at- 
tendance insisting that he must not rise 
today. 

: Shows Improvement Later. 

The condition of the Pope improved 
considerably toward evening. At 5:30 
his physician announced that the fever 
was decreasing. 

The only persons beside the physicians 
who were permitted to see the Pope 
were Cardinal Merry del Val, the Papal 
Secretary of State, and the sisters and 
a niece of the Pontiff. 

In connection with the relapse suf- 
fered by the Pope, it is reported here 
that in consequence of the two lengthy 
receptions of pilgrims given by him yes- 
terday, he was overcome by extreme 
fatigue. The two receptions obliged the 
Pontiff to remain for several hours 
| Without relaxation. 


Suffers Fainting Spell. 
In the course of the evening he suf- 


fered a slight fainting spell, and Dr. 
Andrea Amici, who was in attendance, 
trad him put to bed, and injected a 
strengthening remedy. After a few min- 
utes, the Pope recovered consciousness, 
and spoke to those around him. 

By the doctor’s instructions, the Pope 
wil] remain in bed, Suspending all his 
habitual occupations until further or- 
ders. 

An official statement on the Pope’s 
condition published in the Observatore 
Romano this evening says: 

‘Since yesterday evening the Holy 
Father has been indisposed with a re- 
lapse of influenza. His condition is 
causing no anxiety, but he requires 
much rest.”

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60-YEAR DIRECT 
ELECTION FIGHT 


House-Had Favored It for Some 
Time, but Senate Had 
Caused Its Defeat. 


The new amendment for the popular 
election of United States Senators is 
the seventeenth to be adopted and is the 
second made effective in the last few 
months. It reads: 


The Senate of the United States 
shall be composed of two Senators 
from each State, elected by the peo- 
ple thereof, for six years; and each 
Senator shall have one vote. The 
electors in each State shall have the 
qualifications requisite for electors 
of the most numerous branch of the 
State Legislatures. 

When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation of any State in the Sen- 
ate, the executive authority of such 
State shall issue writs of election to 
fill such vacancies, provided that the 
Legislature @f any State may em- 
power the executive thereo? to make 
temporary appointments until the 
people fill the vacancies by election 
as the Legislature may direct. 

The amendment primarily transfers 
the power of electing Senators from the 
State Legislatures to the people.at the 
polls. To effect this change it was 
necessary to alter the machinery for the 
filling of vacancies in the Senate. 

For more than 60 years proposals have 
been made to~thange the Constitution 
60 as to provide for the direct election 
of Senators. It was not, however, until 
June 24, 1911, that the Senate was in- 
duced for the first time in its history 
to give its consent to the change. On 
that day it voted to submit to the 
states the proposed amendment. The 
resolution to submit had already passed 
the House in a somewhat different 
form. Before adjournment of the ses- 
gion both Houses agreed to the lan- 
guage to be employed, and the resolu- 
tion was deposited with the Secretary 
of State, May 16, 1912, for distribution 
among the states.

Crowley’s persistent question- 
ing on this prompted Judge Holtkamp 
to ask: “Are you charging this taw 
firm with fraud?’ 

Demands Open Charge. 
'“That’s what I want to know, too,”’ 
shouted Attorney Walter Saunders, who 
arose and demanded that Crowley make 

_the charge in open court so the stenog- 
rapher could make a record. The New 
Yorker said that he was making such 
charge. 

“For whom are you making it?” de-

MEXICAN BULLETS 


AT NAC) WOUND: 
AUS. SOLDERS 


NACO, Ariz., April 8—Meeting the ad- 
vancing State troops nearly one mile 
below Naco, Sonora, Gen. Ojeda’s Fed- 
erals fought today for three hours. Bul- 
lets sprayed over the Arizona town of 
Naco, wounding four negro troopers of 
the Ninth Cavalry Border Patrol and 
One army teamster. None of expected 
to die. Shortly after 8 o’clock the Fed- 
erals retired to the town, but were not 
pursued by the Constitutionalist sol- 
diers. : 

Following his previous method of 
strategy, Ojeda did not permit the State 
troops to open the attack. He met them 
half way, and temporarily held back 
the advance with a wicked artillery fire. 
Naco is well fortified, and if the State 
troops attack they must take trenches 
by assault. ! 

The fight was opened at 5:20 by Ojedo, 
whose 300 Federals met the advance of 
nearly 2000 state troops with rattling 
volleys from eight machine .guns and 
two field pieces. Operating two of the 
Federal pieces were two American ne- 
groes, deserters from the Ninth United 
States Cavalry stationed along the bor- 
der here. 

Gen. Obregon’s rebel artillery equip- 
ment consisted of four rapid-fire pieces 
and one cannon. 

At the first shots residents of this 
town were hurried out of bed by troops 
of the Ninth and Fifth Cavalry. Stores 
Were not opened and residents of the 
Arizena town hurried to the theater, . 
thick adobe building reckoned to be bul- 
let-proof. Balls from the long-range 
mauser rifles plunged through houses on 


this side of the line.

Roy Reed Passes Three Checks

Now and Then. 


Automobile rides, theater parties and 
the pleasure of “living like 4 million- 
aire” occasionally, caused Roy Reed, 18 
years old, to pass three worthless 
checks, according to his statement Tues- 
day to the police.

The youth was released in the after- 
noon, when his brother-in-law, Edward 
Fahrendorft of 3430A Caroline street, 
promised to take up the worthless 
checks. Assistant Circuit Attorney Spen- 
cer thereupon agreed to give him anoth- 
er chance. 

First Passed Two Months Ago. 
The first check was for $12 and was 
passed two months ago at the grocery 
store of J. C. Cain, 3300 Rutger street, 
Reed said. The second was for the same 
amount and was cashed a month ago at 
the Diamond Dairy Co., 3200 Vista ave- 
nue. The last was for $15, and was 
cashed by Henry Stempel, a grocer at 
2912 Park avenue. 

Reed has been working since ‘ast 
Wednesday as a clerk for the Columbia 
Transfer Co. He told Chief Allender 
this is the second position he ever has 
had. 

He said he belongs to a crowd of 
youths who like to ride in automobiles. 
They pool about once a month or often- 
er and hire an automobile and take 
night rides after riding in style to a 
theater and attending the performance. 
He said that when he passed the 
first check he wanted the money to pay 
his share in one of these rides. He and 
his ‘companions ‘hired an’ automobile, 
drove to a theater, had the chauffeur 
wait for them outside until the show 
was over, and then rode about the 
Streets and parks until 3 a. m. 

The proceeds of the second check 
went in the same way, he said, the 
crowd going to a cafe in East St. Louis 
after visiting a theater, and there had a 
“swell supper.”” A week ago Thursday 
the last check was cashed, he declared, 
and the money was spent in another 
joyride with his companions. 

Reed declared there was a feeling of 
great pleasure in being able to ‘act 
and live like a millionaire for a night,’ 
but he is sorry now.

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FOLK LOSES HIS SUIT 
FOR INCREASE IN PAY 


Supreme Court Refuses to Al- 
low Raise Voted When He 


Was Circuit Attorney. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 8.—Joseph 
W. Folk, former Circuit Attorney of St. 
Louis, lost his suit against the city of 
St. Louis to recover the increase of sai- 
ary from $4000 to $0W made by the Leg- 
islature in 1901 when he was in office. 
Folk received the additional money 
from the time the act became effective 
until Oct. 31, 1903, when, upon the advice 
of the City Counselor, the increase was 
withheld. That was 14 months before he 
went out of office. Folk sued for 
$5833.38, which was the entire salary for 
the 14-month period at the rate of $5000 
a year.

Nearly all of the counties which voted 
against it last fall, when it lost by a 
margin of 720 votes, were reporting an 
increasing vote against it and several 
counties which favored it in the fall 
election were turning in greatly reduced 
majorities. 

It was not thought the complete vote

FLEES WITH BABY 


Husband Takes 11-Months Old 
Girl Becauge of Differences 
Over Christening. 


When John Clark and his 1#year-old 
wife, Pearl Clark, found themselves 'n- 
able to agree on the church in which 
their 1l-months’-old infant, Hazel, should 
be christened, he snatched the baby 
from her arms and ran from the house 
at 39 South Sixteenth street.

His wife did not know his sister's ad- 
dress, supposing that she lived at a 
house on Madison street, and she sought 
aim there, then went to echer parts of 
the city in search of him.
